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Astronauts' Deaths Delay Moonshot 
Storm Halts

LANSING AP — Clogged by mountainous snow 
drifts, the machinery of state government all but ground 
to a halt Friday and most Capitol employes took an 
unexpected day off. 


The Capitol building was virtually deserted as state 
officials and workers stayed home, unable to travel 
streets and roads blocked by drifts as high as five feet. 


The parking lot was deserted except for a few 
autos abandoned by their owners Thursday night in the 
middle of Lansing's worst blizzard, which dumped 24 
inches of snow on the area.

«sod to get to work, but had to 
borrow a National Guard ar­

p e r s o n n e l carrier 
equipped with tracks to plow 
through drifts between his East 
Lansing home and the Capitol. 


Romney ordered emergency 
measures to aid storm-stricken 
parts of southern and central 
Michigan, calling on the Na­ 
tional Guard to back up the 
State Police where necessary. 


However, some Guard units 
were unable to get their equip­ 
ment out of armories due to the 
heavy snow.

Tracked vehicles and 2xh- 
ton trucks were used to search 
for stranded cars and to move 
persons to hospitals. 


Romney said the Highway De­ 
partment was working with lo­ 
cal highway crews to insure 
maximum use of road equip­ 
ment in opening main transpor­ 
tation routes. 


Snow removal equipment was 
being, sent south from Alpena 
and Cadillac — cities which es­ 
caped the heaviest soowfall. 


Romney urged citizens to stay 
home until the storm abated, 
adding that "once it does we 
can all work toward getting our 
state back in normal running 
order.**

Tragedy Means Delay 
Moon Program Hit 


MANNED SPACE CENTER, 
Houston, Tex. (AP) — Ameri­ 
ca’s moon program has suffered 
heavily, not only by the person­ 
al tragedy of losing three astro­ 
nauts, but also by stalling per­ 
haps for months the effort to 
land men on the moon by 1970. 
^However, officials say it is too 
early to tell whether the nation­ 
al goal of trying a moon trip by 
the end of the decade is in jeop­ 
ardy after Friday’s grim ca­ 
tastrophe on a Cape Kennedy, 
Fla., launch pod. 


"If they are able to quickly 
determine what happened, the 
program will go on.”, said Rep. 
Olin Teague, D-Tex.. a high 
ranking member of the House 
Aeronautics Committee. “If not. 
it will have to wait until we find 
out.*» 


Air Force Lt. Col Virgil I. 
Grissom Jr., Lt. Col Edward H. 
White II and Navy Lt. Comdr. 
Roger B. Chaffee died during a 


spaceship when a flash fire en­ 
gulfed the vehicle. 


Two Weeks Mission 
Several major factors are in­ 
volved in determining how long 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration now must 
wait before launching its first 
manned Apollo flight, the mis­ 
sion of up to two weeks Gris­ 
som, White and Chaffee were to 
begin Feb. 21. 


First, an investigating board 
must determine exactly what 
caused the flash fire, whether it 
was something only peculiar to 
this one spaceship, or whether it 
was a problem that might force 
a redesign of the Apollo vehi­ 
cle’s systems. 


Then, there is the matter of 
equipment 
— 
whether 
the 
spaceship involved in the fire 
must be completely discarded 
and a new one used in its ptace. 


Apparently the vehicle was 
charred inside and out.

Rule Sinkiang 


TOKYO (AP) — Peking radio 
reported today that Mao Tse- 
tung’s followers in rebellious 
Sinkiang Province, where 100 
persons were reported killed in 
recent clashes, have vowed to 
seize the government from ap­ 
pointees of President Liu Shao- 
chi. 


The Mao-controlled radio also 
said Red Chinese army trocps 
in full battle drees paraded 
through the streets of six cities 
Friday to demonstrate their loy­ 
alty to Mao. 


The displays of military might 
were staged in Taiyuan, capital 
of Shansi Province, recently 
captured by Maoists, as well as 
Shanghai, Peking, Fukien, Paot- 
ing and Lanchow in the north­ 
west. 


Peking waU posters. Japanese 
correspondents reported, 
said 
seven of the eight Sinkiang 
army divisions — about 140,000 
of the 160,000 men — were loyal 
to Gen. Wang En-mao, the pro- 
Liu commander of the Sinkiang

Fine Suspended,

KLAMATH FALLS, Ore. (AP) 
— It cost Ralph Watson about 
$6,000, but he finally won his 
appeal on a conviction which 
would not have cost him a cent. 


Watson, 50, was arrested in 
1963 for selling a copy of "Lust 
Pad’* to Dale Crabtree, district 
attorney at the time. He was 
convicted in 1964 of disseminat­ 
ing obscene material and re­ 
ceived a $100 suspended fine. 


Watson took the conviction to 
the State Supreme Court. He 
estimates it cost him $6,000 in 
legal fees. The American Civil 
Liberties Union paid the bal­ 
ance of the cost.

Soviet-Built 
Egyptian Jets 
Bomb Arabians 


NAJRAN, Saudi Arabia (AP) 
— Two waves of Soviet-built jets 
bombed this oasis town near 
Yemen as its residents awoke 
for sabbath prayers Friday. 
Saudi Arabian authorities said 
the planes were Egyptian. 


The Saudi Defense Ministry 
said four persons were killed 
and three injured before antiair­ 
craft fire forced the planes to 
flee and drop their bombs at 
random. Three persons were 
reported missing. 


A 10-year-old girl and a boy 
were killed when a dozen bombs 
fell along the main street of this 
provincial capital. A Saudi offi­ 
cer said an Englishman was 
killed and 3 to 10 soldiers were 
killed or wounded when a stick 
of bombs fell on a military 
camp. Other officers denied that 
a camp was bombed. 


The raid brought the first offi­ 
cial accusation by Saudi Arabia 
of an Egyptian attack on its ter­ 
ritory since Saudi King Faisal 
and President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser of the United Arab Re­ 
public signed a cease-fire pact 
in August 1965, on their dispute 
over yemen. Bombings of Naj- 
ran and Jizan, another Saudi 
border town, were reported last 
summer.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. AP — A mysterious flash 
fire sweeping through a spacecraft killed the first 
three Apollo astronauts Friday night and America suf­ 
fered a stunning setback in the race to the moon. 


A board of investigation was to be named today to 
seek the cause of the first great spacecraft tragedy. 


Not a word was spoken as explosive flames fed by 
pure oxygen ripped Friday night through the first of 
the Apollo moonships, taking the lives of two veterans 
and a rookie headed for his first journey in space. 


The holocaust on Pad 34, which set the U. S. moon 
program back perhaps for months, claimed these vic­ 
tims : 


Virgil I. Grissom, 40, hero of the Mercury and 
Gemini programs that blazed the first American trails 
in space. 


Edward II. White, 36, first U. S. astronaut to leave 
his ship and become a human satellite. 


Roger B. Chaffee, 31, a* 
fledgling spaceman looking 
forward to his first mis­ 
sion. 


Some day, every space­ 
man knew in his heart, it 
was bound to happen. It 
was too much to hope that 
the perilous route to the 
moon could be traveled 
without loss of life. 


But when it came, 
they 
thought, it would be in the far 
reaches of space, not this way. 


Going through a full-scale 
simulation of the launch that 
was to carry them aloft Feb. 21 
for a two-week ride, Grissom, 
White and Chaffee were trapped 
in the spacecraft when it was 
swept by the flash fire. 


No Word From Vletims 
, No word came over the moni­ 
tors, said Paul Haney, voice of 
the astronauts. Apparently, all 
three died instantly from heat 
or asphyxiation. 


The emergency escape sys­ 
tem was closed to them, be­ 
cause the entire craft was 
locked in a protective gantry. 


Fire hot enough to ignite met­ 
al seared and blackened the 
spaceship. Bodies of the astro­ 
nauts were badly charred. 


“Three Valiant young men 
have given their lives in the na­ 
tion’s service,” said a shocked 
and saddened President John­ 
son. “We mourn this great loss 
and our hearts go out to their 
families.” 


Twenty-seven 
launch 
pad 
crewmen were overcome by 
smoke in futile efforts to get 
through to the astronauts. Two 
were hospitalized. 


Not until 1:55 a.m., more than 
seven hours after the fire broke 
out, were the bodies removed 
from the smouldering space 
ship. They were taken to a near­ 
by dispensary.

GRAND RAPIDS (AP) - A 
former barnstormer’s dream of 
family destiny in the skies 
came to a flaming end at Cape 
Kennedy Friday night. 


Roger Chaffee, 31, was killed 
in a flash fire at a Satum-Apol- 
lo launch pad at Cape Kennedy, 
Fla. Virgil Grissom a veteran 
of the historic space flights, and 
Edward White, the first Ameri­ 
can to walk in space, died 
along with Chaffee, a rookie 
spaceman. 


The three were to have gone 
up Feb. 21 for a voyage of up 
to two weeks in orbit in Ameri­ 
ca’s first Apollo mission. 


Only this week Chaffee’s fa­ 
ther, Donald Chaffee, said at 
his Grand Rapids home, “In a 
way I like to feel that every­ 
thing Roger has done is like 
taking up where I left off. 


“In 1927 I was flying a Waco 
biplane after four hours of in­ 
struction. My grandmother, who 
loaned me the money to buy the 
plane, took her first airplane 
ride with me when she was 85— 
and she crossed the prairie in a 
covered wagon with a rifle 
across her knees! 


“And to think that the Wright 
brothers flew for the fust time 
only 64 years ago,” he said.

After his first flight, a sub- 
orbital hop in a Mercury space­ 
craft, Grissom wound up swim­ 
ming for his life when the ship 
sank in the Atlantic. 


With Navy Cmdr. John W. 
Young, he flew the first three- 
orbit mission in Gemini 3 and 
became the first man to maneu­ 
ver a spacecraft in flight. 


White, also an Air Force lieu­ 
tenant colonel, was the first 
American to walk in space, or­ 
biting outside the Gemini 4 
spacecraft for 21 minutes. 


Chaffee joined the space pro­ 
gram in 1963 with the third 
grtup of astronauts after log­ 
ging more than 1,800 hours in 
jet aircraft. He was a Navy 
lieutenant commander.

“One 
will be all cages, the second 
will have birds on the floor, etc. 
We’ll have different numbers 
of birds in each house to study 
density factors. 


**Michigan hatcheries around 


Holland and Zeeland produce 
about 5.5 million poults (baby 
turkeys) a year. Out of that 5.5 
million only a million stay in 
the state. The others are ex­ 
ported. The key to our pN ect 
is that 22 per cent of the eggs 
that go into the incubators for 
this 5.5 million come from 
other states. 


“An egg is valujcd at 30 to 
40 cents and some state has 
made $600,000 to $800,000 on 
the turkey eggs sold to Michi­ 
gan alone. Our Michigan in­ 
dustry takes eggs only in late 
spring and summer at present 
and the people down south can't 
get their eggs when they want 
them, either. With our mild 
banana weather up here we 
think we can create a new in­ 
dustry that will pay money.

“After we run this first trial 
we’ll know pretty weU what 
our expenses are and the in­ 
come.

Hungry World 


The Upper Peninsula of Michigan is one of the 
places wliicb has surplus agricultural land suitable for 
ci*op production. Rarer, it has forest lands which have 
never been cleared which are of agricultural quality. 


For several decades the trend in Upper Peninsula 
land usage has been away from agriculture, back to- 
wrT’d reforestation. A large acreage has been withdrawn 
from dairy farming, but quite a bit of this has been put 
baclx to use in beef fanning, so there was not an actual 
retirement, only a change in usage. 


Tlow long the downward trend in U.P. usage of 
land for agriculture is going to continue no one knows 
for certain, but it is a pretty good bet that it won’t 
go on forever and that tlie next decade may see a re­ 
volutionary change.

While our organization for farming is changing, 
killing off tlie little farm because a family can no longer 
earn a good living on a little farm, the need for farming 
to produce food for the people of the world is also 
chano-ing. 


When tlie lines of these two trends cross there 
will be a new look at the Upper Peninsula lands suit­ 
able for agriculture. There are indications that this 
point is not far distant. 


Where, not many years ago, one farmer could pix)- 
duce food for 8 persons, today he can, with modem 
technology and power, raise food for 50. He can gi’ow 
ever so much more food on the same acreage, too, but 
there is a limit to this pix)cess and eventually it will be 
necessary to open more acreage if more food is needed.

And even after America has taken care of the food 
and fiber needs of its own people there will be the hun­ 
gry world to help. There would be much more severe 
famine in India today were it not for our supply of 
grain. 


United Nations officials i*eport that in the 1970s, 
at the going rate of food production and population 
groi^h, 10 to 15 countries which can now be identified 
are going to face famine. 


In the 1980s the situation will be worse. 
The United States’ food surplus is gone and there 
is a limit to our capacity to increase food production.
